The names associated with the 
new revolutionary movement in Ger­ 
many 4ndicate its reactionary char­ 
acter. It appears that Germany is 
in the throes of the frequently pre­ 
dicted counter-revolutionary monar­ 
chistic struggle. Dr. Von Kapp, re­ 
ported as having assumed the chan­ 
cellorship, is probably the Dr. Kapp 
who was a member of the Reichstag 
and general director of the German 
Agricultural Society. He was one of 
the deputies who early in 1918 
urged the government to speed up 
U-Boat building. He became presi­ 
dent of the Fatherland party, the 
notorious Pan-German organization, 
which urged that Germany carry .on 
the war to the bitter end. After the 
abdication of Emperor William and 
the signing of the armistice, Dr. 
Kapp was one of the men for whose 
arrest 
the 
independent 
socialists 
clamored violently on the ground 
that he and his associates had been 
responsible for the continuation of 
the war. Major General Von Luett- 
wits, who according to the dispatches 
has been named commander In chief, 
was military governor of Belgium in 
the early days ef the war. He was 
later a commander on the Verdun 
front. When the German treaty came 
up for action by the government last 
Jdne, he was one of the leaders of 
the military party prominent in ^op­ 
position to the peace terms. He has 
an American wife who was a Miss 
Cary of Cleveland, Ohio. 
*There has been a strongly held 
belief outside of Germany that the 
Pan-German monarchistic party was 
merely biding its time and awaiting 
and opportune moment to sieze con­ 
trol. There has been nothing, how­ 
ever, In the early reports of the 
overturn at Berlin, to indicate that 
this movement looks to » resioration 
of the Hohenzollern. dynasty, but the 
fact that the development i.s appar­ 
ently of a monarchistic character 
will cause attention to be paid any 
news from Holland regarding the 
former royal personages who have 
been making their homes in that 
country for more than a year past.

In today’s mail we received two different copies of a 
speech made by a certain congressman favoring a certain 
candidate for the presidency.

Yet the tax payers of the country are paying that candidate’s 
campaign bills. 
That speech was printed in the congerssional record at the 
expense of the taxpayers. 
It was mailed out by government 
employes. 
The postage was paid by taxpayers of the coun­ 
try. All that the candidate contributed was the wind of his 
supporter. The dear people pay all the rest. 
No newspaper can put a deal like thpt over the govern­ 
ment 
Under the tender mercies of Mr. Burleson they pay 
well and pay in advance. But a political candidate may in­ 
voke free printing and free postage and in the name of pure 
politics may force the people of the nation to foot his cam­ 
paign bills. 
The above example is not the only one of its kind—not 
by any means. Right now the State of Oklahoma is tieing 
flooded by copies of a direct appeal to the voters of the state. 
It is printed as a campaign speech. It is paid for by the peo­ 
ple. The postage is paid by the people. Hundreds of thous­ 
ands of that speech are being mailed into the state. It will 
cost the taxpayers thousands of dollars to pay for the cam­ 
paign of that one candidate. And there are hundreds of other 
candidates playing the same kind of a game. 
The candidate who indulges in such a graft is nothing less 
than a larcenist The sooner the public realizes this the bet­ 
ter it will be for the public. There is no more reason for a 
presidential or senatorial candidate to bilk the public than 
there is for a candidate for sheriff or coroner to do the same 
thing.

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HERE’S THE $125,000 BABE AT CAMP 
Agent Swart* of Murray county was 
intentioned as an example. Swartz 
has spent many years and a great 
deal of money preparing himself 
for school work. But now he is seem­ 
ingly forced out of the profession. A 
teacher at the normal schcool who 
holds a Ph. D. degree and who has 
therefore, spent seven years in col­ 
lege and university work and thous­ 
ands of dollars in money in prepar­ 
ing himself for efficient school work, 
had just a few days ago laid his 
resignation before the president with 
these suggestive sentences 
among 
others: “Living expenses have in­ 
creased to such an extent that the 
salary received at the present time 
is even less than the low compen­ 
sation paid when I entered the em­ 
ployment of the state six years ago. 
Instead of increasing with the length 
of service the decrease ie 
really 
alarming. • • • • When the com­ 
monest labor pays a living wage and 
a teacher of our state institutions 
with preparation costing ten thous­ 
and dollars can not at least earn an 
equal salary, it seems to mfe that our 
profession is facing a serious crisis.** 
‘‘The 
unfortunate 
result,’* the 
speaker said, “is that when good 
teachers leave the profession mani­ 
festly only dregs will be left.** And 
so many good school men are leav­ 
ing the profession that some who 
stay are almost ready to apologize 
for remaining 
in the profession. 
“And if all the good teachers are 
forced out, what becomes of our 
civilization? I want my children in­ 
structed by good teachers. And I 
want your children to have the same 
advantage. There are only 650,000 
public school teachers in the United 
States. Almost that many people died 
last year from influenza, but the 
world moved on. With one stroke 
the 650,000 
teachers 
might be 
brushed off the face of the earth 
so far as the individual teacher is 
concerned. But what would become 
of our civilization? There are more 
than 22,000,000 school children in 
the United States as well as 110,- 
000,000 people, and they are all 
affected by the character of school 
teachers the United States has.’* 
The Solution of the Problem. 
The teachers themselves 
must 
take the lead in solving the problem. 
Bankers solve their problems, farm­ 
ers to a large extent solve their 
problems. This is largely an educa­ 
tional problem and educators must 
largely solve it 
or 
acknowledge 
that they can not do the very thing 
that they are supposed to be trained 
to do#—solve difficult problems. They 
must* not do it alone, to be sure, the 
combined assistance of every person 
interested must be solved. In the 
first place, teachers must take the 
best individual preparation for their 
work that they have ever made, the 
very times demand this. In the sec­ 
ond place, comfortable living quar­ 
ters must be secured and a reason-
